Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: while claims require controlled ratio, not all claims 
recite what the ratio is. Furthermore, applicant admits that administration of doses of vitamins provides the controlled ratio. Based upon 
Valducci, administration of these doses would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention. Applicant appears to 
assert that the specification at page 7, lines 22-24 provides data demonstrating criticality of maintaining a controlled ratio between the 
vitamins, however it appears that the scope of the claims is not within the scope of the evidence submitted.
